What would srem to be a rather impolitic 


movement in regard to the much discussed 
change of rules of t e Republican party in 
tbis'couuty has been brought to the attention 
of some of BUT citiiens. It is the intention 
to present a petition to the County Chairman 
asking for a special meeting of the County 
Committee to reconsider tbe question of giving 
the Republicans of this county an opportuni- 
ty of expressing their opinion by a direct vote. 
It will be remembered that such a proposi- 
tion was made at tbe last County Committee 
meeting and lost by a close vote. Just what 
exigency has arisen that necessitates imme- 
diate action in this matter is not stated in 
this proposition 
The question has been dis- 


cussed and voted upon and talked about for 
the past ten years, and it would seem policy 
to let it rest till tbe next regular meeting of 
the County Committee 
There is little doubt 


that at that time some such resolution as was 
proposed at the last meeting will be passed 
by the Committee should it be introduced. 
The make-up of the Committee today is the 
same as at the last regular meeting Let the 
matter rest till the next regular meeting and 
the voters will have an opportunity to secure 
pledges from their Commii teemenr to submit 
the matier to a direct vote of the Republicans 
of the county. The proposition is an emi- 
nently fair one and can hardly fail to be 
passed upon by the County Committee if the 
details are carefully arranged before the 
Committee meets. Just what ihe result of 
such an election would be is problematical, 
as it is believed that the boroughs, except in 
the immediate vicinity of the county seat, 
would vote for a change, while the rural dis- 
tricts would still favor the mass convention.

that monthly issue millions of free copies for 
the sake of giving advertising value to their 
publications.

passage ot such a bill as Mr. Loud, of •Cali- 
fornia, has presented. 
Postmaster Genera 


Smith has called attention to the flagrant 
abuses of the second-class privilege and in 
his annual statement said: 


For this costly abase, «htch drags on the De- 


partment and weighs down the service, tram- 
mels Its iiower and means ot effective Advance- 
ment in every direction. It involves a sheer 
wanton waste of 8^0,000,000 or upward a year. 
The postal deficit for the current year is 86,610,- 
7T6. 
But for this wrongful application of the 


second-class rate, instead of a deficit there 
would be a clear surplus of many millions. 


With sucti an ample margin the possibilities of 


practical Improvements are apparent. 
If this 


deadly burden upon the malls were removed, 
the Department could hopefully enter upon a 
systematic policy of enlarged and progressive 
service, with tbe assurance that sound bus! ess 
management and Increasing faUllties would 
bring commensurate returns which would not 
be swallowed up In the maw ot private interests 
without any public advantage. 


If it were not for the waste which is 


caused by the abuses noted, it would be pos- 
sible to give penny postage to the country, 
or free rural delivery.

The only objection that can be legiti- 
mately pitted against the Loud bill is in re- 
gard to the segregation of the papers before 
they are deposited in the postoffioe, but if 
any publisher is not willing lo go to that 
small amount of extra work and at the same 
time save ihe government 120,000,000 per 
year he is not worthy of being a citizen. 


Congressman Wanger voted for the passage 


of the Loud bill, and in doing so placed 
himself upon, the side of the country pub- 
lishers and opposed to the pilfering oatch- 
-penuy publishing houses of the country.

CHOCOLATE TO ORDER. 


In Manila the Chinamen Manufac- 


ture II While Von Walt. 


In Manila they make your chocolate 


while you wait. Right into the house a 
Chinaman romes with his basket ant 
rolls the cruuhed cacao bean and sugar 
and then makes a supply of chocolate 
that is sweeter and mare palatable ant 
cheaper than the commercial brand soli' 
in the Chicago stores. 


When the Chinaman comes, he lay: 


aside b'n hat and shirt, and, stripped to 
the waist and barefooted, he begins his 
work. In the basket is the chocolate or 
cacao bean, from which the rancid oi 
has been extracted and which oil long 
ago has anointed the hair of some Filipl 
no belle or lighted some Filipino home 
The beans first come on the board bitter 
and brackish. With a rolling pin the Chi- 
naman grinds them into a fine powder 
This takes time. When it is done, he 
opens another basket and dips out tbe 
sugar for the sweetening and the final 
mixture. The sugar is what would prob- 
ably grade "coffee C" if it were in com- 
mercial circles. Like the bean, It grows 
on the island. 


Industriously the Chinaman rubs, and 


gradually the chocolate forms on the hot 
torn of the board and drips off in sticky 
sweetness Into the basket beneath. The 
family gathers about to sample the prod 
net, and the Chinaman stops to smoke a 
cigarette while judgment is being passed 
Cups of the beverage are banded around, 
and all "taste." If it is not sweet enough, 
the manufacturer throws more sugar on 
his board and drops In another pinch of 
vanilla and cinnamon for the flavoring. 
When it is "right," he goes to work, and 
for scToral hours robs away at his task 
Tbe di posit below the rolling pin la a 
brown substance that Is soft and moist, 
while above it is to all appearances a dry 
powder and sugar.—Exchange. 


in the cluster no less 


than 85 are variable, constantly winking, 
as It Were. At one time they are between 
two and three times as blight as at an- 
other. 
And evidently they all obey the 


same law and are connected in their won- 
derful vicissitudes by some subtle link of 
relationship, because while they do not 
all rise and fall together in brilliance, yet 
the period of change in every case is of 
nearly the same length, and the amount 
of change is also nearly uniform. 


Then the rapidity with which these 


strange suns (Jain and'lose their light is 
absolutely startling. 
The average lapse 


of time from one of their maxima of 
splendor to tbe next is only between 12 
and 13 hours. Think what a terror our 
sun would be if twice every 24 hours he 
blazed out with between two and three 
times his ordinary light and heat. And 
that appears to be actually what occurs 
with the variable stars in MS. It is a 
series of sudden outbursts by which they 
are affected. 
Nearly half the time they 


are at tbe minimum of brightness. Sud- 
denly they begin to gain and to glow with 
wa*ing energy. In an hour or two they 
have doubled in radiant power, but still 
the furnace becomes fiercer. When they 
have attained their greatest intensity, 
they instantly fall off again and, less 
rapidly than they had risen, sink back to 
their original condition. 


In the Great Cluster in Hercules, which 


also contains an astonishing number of 
variables, there is one star which actual- 
ly doubles its light in 15 minutes. A con 
flagratlon could not be kindled as swiftly 
aa that. 
And this blazing star 'would 


wrap the whole earth in its mounting 
flames as easily as a gaslight singes a fly. 


There are variable stars scattered sin- 


gly in the heavens which undergo changes 
almost as wonderful, but they do not 
arouse the interest that is awakened by 
the sight of these clustered variables, 
whose restlessness seems to arise from a 
common causi; and to indicate that there 
is something mysterious to our apprehen- 
sion occurring among them. 
One is re- 


minded of the old adage, "Birds of a 
feather flock together." 


Besides, what is to be thought of suns 


that behave after such a fashion, and 
what kind of life can exist In a star clus- 
ter where a large portion of the congre- 
gated orbs flare and flicker like guttering 
candles? 
It doesn't look comfortable 


from our terrestrial point of view. And 
this is just where the significance of these 
discoveries becomes manifest. We are too 
prone to wear the green spectacles of our 
little terraqueous globe. The importance 
of Professor Bailey's photographs of the 
assemblage of winking and blinking stars 
in Libra Is largely due to the fact that 
such revelations tend "to free men's minds 
from the bonds of the old, unintelligent 
notion that where we dwell is the garden 
of the goda and that the earth and its 
luminaries set the pace for the whole 
creation, 
It Is a good thing to be assured that 


suns are not all as quiet as ours, not all 
cradle tenders for worlds filled with crea- 
tures whom slight alterations of tempera- 
ture and climate destroy as a blast from 
the north destroys the roses. Those stars 
that periodically blaze and gleam with 
redoubled fierceness of radiation give us 
a glimpse into a part of the universe 
where the conditions of existence aud of 
vitality must necessarily be vastly differ- 
ent from what they are here. 
Yet the 


same elements are there. The variety is 
In their combinations. We shouldn't ex- 
pect to meet men among tbe stars, but 
there is no reason for expecting to meet 
nobody there. 


The Infinite variety of the universe 


adds zest to the hope that in a future 
state we shall see more of it. Why should 
the ghosts of departed men and women 
hover about this old humdrum earth 
when such an infinity of wonders is offer- 
ed for exploration? 
Manifestly they 


have never heard of M5 or of the Great 
Cluster in Hercules or of the holes in the 
Milky Way or of the kingly splendors of 
Aldebaran. If they had heard of them, 
they would have departed long ago to 
visit such wonders. Let them get away 
from the scene of their dusty terrestrial 
pilgrimage and banish the memory of 
their troubles here and refresh them- 
selves among tbe perennial marvels of 
the star .clusters.—Garrett P. Serviss in 
New York Journal.

It appeals that, like its piototype th 


ordinaiy phonograph, the bkiaginyh ma 
-be made to tell anything but tbe truth. 
Chicago electucal specialist has bee 
making some Internting experiments a 
the suggestion of the attorneys of til 
Chicago City Railway company and otl 
ers, and the results are somewhat sta 
tling. They tend to show that shadow 
graphs may need a great deal of coriobi 
ration when introduced as evidence In 
damage suit. Oue of the lawyers expose 
his hand before tbe machine with th 
muscles relaxed, fingers extended aud th 
member generally iu normal positio 
The shadowgiaph showed the bones I 
be in peifcct condition. 


The attorney then made a second eipc 


sure of the same hand, cramping the first , 
joints of the fingers slightly. The ends of 
the fingers appeared to have been crushed 
and the bones weie apparently of unnat 
ural size. In another experiment the op 
erator showed that it is possible to ai 
range an object on the outside of the 
body and make it appear to be lodged 
within. Thus a bullet placed in the cloth 
ing on the back of the body was shown in 
the shadowgraph as resting against thi' 
spine.—Minneapolis Times.
